Leonard Stein's: 
| Address

Leonard Stein, until recently 
President of the A.J.A.. gave an address 
on “A Decade in Anglo- Jewry, 1940-

Mr. Stein. who made it clear that he 
was speaking in his personal capacity and 
not as a spokesman of the A.J.A., dealt 
with the subject under four main head- 
‘ings—the relations during this. period 


between British Jews and thei fellow-’ 
the domestic affairs of Anglo-— 


Jewry; the impact of ‘Israel; and the 


place of the Anglo-Jewish Community in. 


the Jewish world. 


It seemed to him. he said, that im - 


recent years—especially during the last 
four to five years—-there had been a much 
greaier tendency towards segregation. 
There. was a perceptible movement 
towards the création of . whole-time 
Jewish schools: and someone had siated

Dealing with the religious aspect of the 
subject, Mr. Stein said that during the 
last. few years there had been symptoms 
of an increased interest in Jewish Jearn- 
ing and education.

It is thirty-five years this 
month since Peretz, the father of modern 
Yiddish literature, died in Warsaw, Those 
acquainted with his genius and great 
contribution to Jewish culture will have 
welcomed with particular pleasure Mr.

ABDULLAH AND THE 


ARAB LEAGUE 
Britain as Mediator

Lonpon, Wednesday . 
British policy in the Middle st 
during the last three weeks resembles 
a Paul Jones dance with ‘constantly 
changing partners.

THE TRAGEDY OF JACOB APPENSZLAK 


By E. S. MADANLS 


brilliant Polish-sewish journaiist 
and former editor of the Polish- 
Jewish daily Nasz PRZEGLAD, marks 
the close of a chapter in the history 


of the Jewish assimilated” inteili- 
gentsia of Poland. 
Appenszlak recently died, almost 


forgotten, in New York. He took his 
place among Poland’s Jewish intelli- 
gentsia after the First World War, 
when the Jewish assimilationist move- 
ment was discredited by the violent 
anti-Semitism which marked _ the 


rebirth of the Polish nation. . The 


assimilationists had the vain illusion 
that the freeing of the Poles from a 


foreign yoke would also liberate them — 


from racial ‘prejudice and anti- 
Semitism. Alas! a large part of the 
Polish nation understood their free- 
dom. as freedom to oppress the 
weaker minorities, foremost among 
them the Jews. The pogroms in the 
resurrected Poland were the coup de 
grdce of Jewish assimilation. The 
Jewish inteHigentsia who had worked 
for the Polish national renaissance 
were stunned. Their dream world had 
broken down. Their tragedy could 


‘only be compared to German Jewry’s.

WITH his Proclamation last Sunday, King 
ABDULLAH incorporated the Arab part of 
- Palestine into the Hashemite Kingdom and 
reached the goal for which he had long 
been striving. Few people suspected 


and. even fewer knew with what single-— 


minded persistence the Jordan King had 

pursued this object which had _ hitherto 
eluded him. Thus, it was King ABDULLAH 

who had urged the Arab League in the 

autumn of 1947 to take warlike action in 
- Palestine when the British Mandate expired, 
and it was the late Noxrasuy Pasna, then 
the Egyptian Premier, who had opposed 
King Asputian and the proposed military 
occupation of Palestine. The calculations 
of both men are not difficult to understand 
to-day: both acted logically according to 


their lights. Appuitan knew that his Arab — 
- Legion was the only military force likely to — 


‘overrun all or part of Palestine and thus. 
make him master of the occupied. territory, 
and because of that he favoured armed 
intervention. NoxrasHy was of the ‘same 
Opinion, but he did not ‘want -see 
Apnvilan enlarge his kingdom, arid there- 
fore he opposed armed intervention. 

It was not until July, 1948, during the 
first truce in Palestine, that the . two 
exchanged réles. Apputtan had by then 


largely achieved his purpose and had decided — 


to consolidate his position in that part of 
Arab: Palestine. and Jerusalem which the 
Legion had occupied. He did not want to 
risk losing either.

MENUHIN IN ISRAEL 


IT is indeed well that YeHUDI MENUHIN’S: 


visit to Israel has ended not on the note of. 
ostracism with which it started, but in a 


complete vindication of the artist and in the 
triumph of his genius and noble art. By: 
receiving him at his home in Rehovot, 
President WeizMann. has skilfully and 
successfully undone much of the mischief — 
and rectified the blunder ‘which the Israel 
Cabinet committed in boycotting MENUHIN’S 
visit and his concerts. But it was the 
attitude of the people of Israel towards 
MENUHIN, the appreciation of his music by 
the thousands ‘of kibbutzniks, who, as our, 
Tel Aviv correspondent reports, flocked 
from the settlements to be charmed and 


exalted by his music, that demonstrated the — 


real spirit prevailing in Israel—-the love of 


. great art and a great artist. 


It is, of course, true that however great 
the importance to be attached to art, there 
for any artist. who 
associates himself with cruelty, and that is 
why many Jews stay away. from perform- 
ances given by former Nazis.. There are 
others who go even a step farther, and 
extend this understandable opposition not 
only to the artist but also to German music. . 
There was, therefore, some justification for 
‘the feeling of bitterness of Jewish displaced 
persons in Germany when YeEHUDI. MENUHIN 
at his first concert for them after . the 
liberation played Bach. If it. was solace 
and calm that the artist intended to bring 
to these people, it might have been. wiser 
to play to them music nearer to their hearts. 

But for the Israel authorities to stage a 
deliberate boycott of his playing and of — 
himself’ was a stupid and ungrateful act 
which might have caused much harm to a 
fine artist: Members of the Israel Cabinet 
should have known that YEHUDI: MENUHIN 


~has devoted the major part of his post-war 
efforts. to playing for. Jewish causes. in 


practically every country in Europe, and 
that, stirred by the noble tones of his violin,

Great responsibilities confront it in caring 
for the newly arrived immigrants and 
providing them with essential medical’ aid 
Most of the immigrants have to be given 
instruction in health matters, while the 
arrival of the “ hard-core ” cases of the aged 
and incurable imposes special demands 
Blood-transfusion ‘arrangements have been 
made throughout the country, and TB. 
centres established in the immigrant camps 
and in most.of the larger settlements. And 
the particular needs of the Arabs are also 
catered for by an organisation which js 
humanitarian in the fullest sense of — the 
word.

Three have been published in the United 
States in a different translation; two of 
the tales have not appeared previously 
in English.

Sull, there are many who believe 
that Israel should. accept. restitution. 
One of these is Dr. Georg Landauer 
of the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem. 
Himself a former German Jew, Dr. 
Landauer heads the Agency's special 
Department for Restitution of Jewish 
Property in Germany. Recently, he 
summed  « the views in favour of 
restitution by saying: “If we have to 
choose between leaving all our 
property to Germany, and transferrin 
it to Israel in the form of goods of 
importance for our economy, then we 
must choose this latter course.” 


Principle is. Right 
_ What does the man in the street say 
to all this? 
that Dr. Landauer i right. That is, 
the principle seems all right. But he 
still does not want any kind of product 


from Germany which would have to. 


be manufactured specially for: Israel. 
He, too, realises that such a form of 
settlement would boost’ Germany's 
economy. which he is in no mood to 
see rehabilitated. 

What the Jews of’ Israel want is 
shipping, dismantled factories and the 
like: anything that would not con- 
tribute to the 
German industry, but deter its develop- 
ment. What they do not know is 
that this js asking for the impossible. 
For reasons best known to the Allied 
Military Governments, Israel cannot 
have German ships or factories.

Queer Speculations 


The uncertainty of our knowledge 


on this point was graphically revealed 
by a recent survey census carried out 
by the British Institute of Public

asked: “ About how many Jews do 


you think there are in this country ? ”,

the correct figure, “over 400,000.” 


_The rest either had no idea at all or 


gave fantastic figures as high as 
3,000,000; and if the statistics” of 
A iglo-Jewry are not clear among the 
population as a whole, they are little 
clearer within the community itself. 
In the circumstances, it is not 


surprising that information on the 
community's geographical distribution 


is almost equally vague. it is 
estimated that to-day rather. more 
than -half of Anglo-Jewry live in 
Greater London, with Manchester, 
Leeds, and Glasgow acceunting for a 
further 20 per cent, and Liverpool, 
Birmingham, Brighton, Hull, Sheffield, 


Westcliff, Sunderland, Edinburgh, and — 


Cardiff accounting for 10 per cent. 
The rest are believed to be distributed 
in the smaller provincial towns and 
in the countryside. But, as with num- 
bers, exact data on geographical

DEFENCE WORK OF 
JHE DEPUTIES 


Dr. Cohen in Liverpool 
F rom our Correspondent 


LIVERPOOL 


The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, President. of 
the Board of Deputies, addressed repre- 
sentatives of the Council of Liverpool 
and District Jews, at a special meeting 
held at the Childwall Synagogue Hall 
last week, at which Dr, I. J. Lipkin 
presided. Rabbi Z. Plitmick, Acting Rav 
of Liverpool, welcomed the visitor on 
behalf of the community. 

Dr. Cohen said that the main function

Speaking at a conference of Provincial) 
Councils held at Mamlock

Sia-—la 1947 and 1948 you were good 
enough to. publish letters from me 
appealing to members of the community, 
particularly those with. children of thei;

nm made to obtain a building capable 
of taking about 40-50 children during 
the holidays so that these might be pro- 
vided for by. Norwood itself. Unforti- 
this has not proved possible. 
While a full programme of. amuse- 
ments and outings. is provided at Nor- 
wood throughout the period, it is felt that 
this alone is not sufficient, as a child 
should be away from its ordinary daily
